To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1962. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  are,  in  the  mam,  satisfac¬ 
tory,  Owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved,  increases  or  de¬ 
creases  produce  large  changes  in  the  corresponding  rates.  Com¬ 
ment  on  the  absolute  figures  is  therefore  more  meaningful,  and 
I  shall  confine  myself  to  this. 

Even  though  the  number  of  births  for  Morley  was  the 
highest  ever  recorded,  the  maternal  mortality  was  again  nil. 
There  was  again  no  notified  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  town, 
and  for!  the  fourth  successive  year  there  was  no  notified  case  of 
poliomyelitis.  There  was  only  one  notification  of  whooping 
cough  during  the  year,  and  this  child  had  noit  been  fully 
immunised.  It  is  significant  that  of  five  notifications  of  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  in  the  Division  as  a  whole,  not  one  of  the  children 
had  received  a  full  course  of  immunisation  against  the  disease. 
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Although  no  vaccine  can  be  guaranteed  to  give  complete  protec¬ 
tion  in  every  case,  the  effectiveness  of  the  present  vaccines  is 
undoubtedly  very  high.  Indeed,  the  vaccines  against  diphtheria 
and  poliomyelitis  are  now  SO'  effective  that  these  diseases  can 
almost  be  regarded  as  “optional”  diseases.  There  is  very  little 
active  opposition  today  to  the  various  immunisation  procedures. 
Our  biggest  enemies  in  this  field  are  apathy  and  procrastina¬ 
tion.  Constant  propoganda  is  necessary  to  obtain  and  maintain 
high  acceptance  rates,  and  herein  lies  one  or  the  principal  val¬ 
ues  of  our  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  What  is  most  needed  in 
this  field  is  not  more  knowledge,  but  better  application  of  the 
knowledge  we  already  have. 

Oral  (Sabin)  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  introduced  in  1962. 
Information  obtained  from  a  survey  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  in  this  Division  during  the  previous  year  in¬ 
fluenced  the  national  policy  with  regard  to  this  vaccine.  The 
survey  showed  that  the  Sabin  vaccine  could  successfully  be 
used  to  complete  a  primary  course  of  vaccination  against  polio¬ 
myelitis  in  which  two  injections  of  Salk  vaccine  had  already 
been  given.  When  Sabin  vaccine  alone  is  used  the  primary 
course  consists  of  three  doses,  given  in  syrup  or  on  a  lump 
of  sugar,  at  intervals  of  a  month.  In  order  to  reinforce  the 
immunity  it  is  advisable  for  all1  children  to  have  a  fourth  dose 
during  their  first  year  at  school,  and  this  “booster”  dose  is  now 
being  offered  to  all  such  children. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  again 
fell  during  the  year,  and  at  109  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 
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There  is  today  virtually  no  milkborne  tuberculosis  in  the 
country — nearly  all  the  new  cases  arise  from  a  human  source. 
Tuberculosis  is  now  an  eminently  preventable  disease,  and  it 
is  sad  to  find  that  only  about  half  the  parents  of  thirteen  year- 
old  children  in  Morley  took  advantage  of  the  free  B.C.G. 
scheme.  It  is  a  well-known  phenomenon  in  Public  Health 
Departments  that  as  a  disease  becomes  less  prevalent,  the 
task  of  persuading  people  to  accept  protection!  against  it  tends 
to  become  more  difficult.  But  the  tuberculosis  germ  remains 
with  us,  and  the  only  safe  and  effective  way  of  protecting  our 
adolescents  is  by  B.C.G.  The  object  of  any  insurance  scheme 
is  to  safeguard  the  future  in  some  specific  way.  On  this 
analogy,  parents  can  regard  B.C.G.  as  a  free,  fully  paid-up 
policy  for  their  children.  As  a  further  measure  towards  the 
eradication  of  tuberculosis,  a  special  test  for  the  disease  is 
being  introduced  for  all  school  entrants  arid  this  will  be  des¬ 
cribed  in  my  next  Report. 

Although  no  longer  a  source  of  tuberculosis,  raw  milk 
(that  is,  milk  which  has  not  been  pasteurised  or  sterilised)  can 
still  cause  disease.  One  of  the  most  serious  diseases  which 
can  be  conveyed  by  raw  milk  is  brucellosis.  This  is  a  chronic 
debilitating  illness  which  is  difficult  to  diagnose  clinically. 
When  any  germ  capable  of  causing  human  disease  is  discovered 
in  raw  milk,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  power  to  com¬ 
pel  the  farmer  concerned  to  heat-treat  (that  is,  pasteurise  or 
sterilise)  all  the  milk  from  his  farm,  and  so  render  it  safe  for 
human  consumption.  The  wording  of  the  Regulations  appears 
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to  imply,  however,  that  this  heat-treatment  of  all  the  milk  can 
only  be  enforced  until  the  infected  cows  are  identified  and 
segregated  from  the  remainder  of  the  herd.  Heat-treatment  of 
the  milk  from  the  infected  cows  can,  of  course,  continue  to  be 
enforced,  but  there  was  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  milk 
from  the  remainder  of  the  herd  could  be  sold  to  the  public 
without  heat-treatment.

Most  farmers  are,  of  course,  only  too  ready  to  co-operate 
with  the  Public  Health  Authorities  in  such  a  situation,  and  to 
send  all  their  milk  for  heat-treatment  until  the  disease  has  been 
eradicated  from  their  farm.  One  Morley  farmer,  however,  re¬ 
fused  to  co-operate,  and  so  the  precise  meaning  of  the  Regula¬ 
tions  assumed  a  new  importance.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  Staff  spent  literally  hundreds  of  man-hours 
in  sampling  and  supervising  the  milk  production  at  this  par¬ 
ticular  farm.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself 
are  most  grateful  for  the  interest,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 
which  you  personally  took  in  this  matter.  Your  initiative  in 
organising  a  deputation  to>  London  to  discuss  the  problem  with 
representatives  of  the  Ministries  concerned  eventually  resulted 
in  the  unco-operative  farmer  ceasing  to  distribute  milk  in  the 
town.  This  is  probably  the  first  time  that  this  particular  prob¬ 
lem  had  been  raised  at  Ministerial  level,  and  every  Local  Auth¬ 
ority  in  the  country  may  yet  have  reason  to  feel  grateful  for 
the  initiative  and  determination  shown  by  Morley  Corporation. 

Mr.  Lewis  describes  in  his  excellent  Report  the  progress 
which,  with  your  enthusiastic  support,  his  Department  is  making 
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to  improve  the  health  of  the  town.  In  particular,  the  pro¬ 
grammes  for  clearing  the  slums  and  cleaning  the  air  are  among 
the  foremost  in  the  country,  and  put  many  a  larger  Local 
Authority  to  shame. 

The  most  potentially  serious  problem  which  faced  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  arose  from  the 
smallpox  outbreak  in  the  neighbouring  city  of  Bradford. 
Both  contacts  and  suspected  cases  occurred  in  Morley  as 
they  did  in  the  rest  of  the  Division,  but  fortunately  there  was 
no  confirmed  case.  Most  immunisation  procedures  are  virtually 
without  risk  but  they  can  only  protect  a  person  when  done 
weeks  or  months  before  the  person  comes  into  contact  with  the 
specific  germ.  Smallpox  vaccination  differs  from  nearly  all 
other  immunisation  procedures  on  both  these  counts.  It  is  not 
without  risk  in  older  children  and  adults,  and  it  can  give  pro¬ 
tection  even  when  given  after  contact  with  the  germ,  provided 
it  is  given  a  day  or  two  afterwards.  It  follows  from  these  facts 
that  the  safest  way  to  prevent  the  spread  of  a  smallpox  epi¬ 
demic  is  not  mass  vaccination  of  the  community,  but  the  dis¬ 
covery,  vaccination  and  continued  surveillance  of  the  immediate 
contacts  of  a  case.  In  the  vaccination  and  follow-up  of  con¬ 
tacts,  the  resources  of  the  Public  Health  Department  were 
strained  to  the  utmost  but,  with  good  fortune  and  co-operation, 
we  were  able  to  resist  any  demand  for  mass  vaccination  which 
would  have  diverted  our  staff  from  these  essential  tasks.  Every 
four  or  five  days  during  the  outbreak  I  wrote  to  all  the  General 
Practitioners  giving  them  the  latest  information  so  far  as  this 
Division  was  concerned. 
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Although  the  policy  which  I  have  explained  is  the  right 
one  to  adopt,  it  is  always  difficult  to  carry  out  and  not  always 
possible  to  maintain.  1  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appre¬ 
ciation  both  of  the  devotion  of  my  own  staff  and  of  the  co¬ 
operation  I  received  from  the  General  Practitioners,  for 
they  had  the  onerous  task  of  explaining  why  vaccination  v/as 
not  available  for  all  who  requested  it.  I  thank  also  the  local 
Press  whose  conduct  was  such  a  welcome  contrast  from  the 
irresponsible  sensationalism  of  many  national  newspapers.  Fin¬ 
ally,  I  would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 
for  your  unanimous  support  at  this  difficult  time. 

A  free  laundry  scheme  was  introduced  during  the  year  for 
seriously  ill,  incontinent  patients  being  nursed  in  their  own 
homes.  Night  garments  and  bedding  are  loaned  to  the  patient, 
and  the  soiled  linen  is  laundered  at  Dewsbury  General  Hospi- 
tab  A  daily  collection  is  maintained  through  the  co-operation 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Office,  and  this;  scheme  has 
proved  to  be  of  enormous  benefit  to  the  hard-pressed  family 
caring  for  an  incontinent  patient. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Chirapody  Service  in  Gilder- 
some,  which  had  been  organised  by  a  voluntary  committee,  were 
taken  over  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year.  The  volun¬ 
tary  committee  asked  the  County  Council  ito  assume  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  Service  because  of  the  increasing  amount  of 
administrative  work  involved,  and  I  would  like  to  record  mv 
appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  voluntary  workers  in  Gilder- 
some  in  building  up  this  Service.  The  County  Council’s  scheme 
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for  chiropody  now  operates  throughout  the  Division,  and  is  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Divisional  Office. 

During  the  year  the  Clinic  in  East  Ardsley  was  transferred 
from  the  Working  Men’s  Club  to  St.  Michael’s  Sunday  School. 
Since  this  change  the  average  weekly  attendance  at  the  Clinic 
has  increased. 

The  Ultra- Violet  Light  (U.V.L.)  sessions  at  Morley  Cen¬ 
tral  Clinic  were  discontinued  during  1962.  Very  few  doctors 
now  refer  children  for  U.V.L.  which  has  been  shown  to  be 
valueless  in  the  prevention  of  upper  respiratory  tract  infections. 
Rickets  is  now  exceedingly  rare,  and  the  prevention  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  this  disease  is,  of  course,  dietary  rather  than  by  artifi¬ 
cially  produced  ultra-violet  rays.  All  the  General  Practitioners 
were  informed  of  this  decision,  and  no  conflict  of  opinion  has 
arisen. 

The  weekly  handicraft  class  for  the  physically  handi¬ 
capped,  which  is  organised  by  the  Welfare  Department,  was 
transferred  during  the  year  from  premises  in  Queen  Street  to 
Morley  Central  Clinic.  This  class  is  now  held  on  Thursday 
afternoons  in  the  main  hall  of  the  Clinic,  and  the  improved  facil¬ 
ities  there  have  been  welcomed  by  both  the  handicapped  and  the 
Welfare  Staff. 

By  agreement  with  the  Divisional  Education  Office  and  the 
General  Practitioners  in  Morley,  it  was  decided  to  dispense 
with  medical  certificates  for  school  absence  for  a  trial  period 
of  six  months.  At  the  end  of  this  period  the  scheme  was  found 
to  be  working  satisfactorily  and  it  was  agreed  to  continue  it 
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indefinitely.  Children  with  a  long  school  absence  or  with  fre¬ 
quent  short  absences  are  referred  to  the  Divisional  Health 
Office  by  doctors  and  teachers,  and  the  excellent  relationship 
continues  to  exist. 

Following  the  thalidomide  tragedy  it  has  been  decided  to 
record  throughout  the  County  all  congenital  defects  appearing 
in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  scheme  began  in  December  and 
the  figures  will  be  collected  nationally  in  order  to  give  an  early 
indication  of  any  absolute  or  relative  increase  in  the  incidence 
of  any  particular  defect. 

Following  the  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
on  Smoking  and  Health,  I  wrote  personally  on  this  subject  to 
all  the  secondary  school  children  in  the  Division.  This  appeal 
to  parents  and  children;  was  very  well  received  both  by  your¬ 
selves  and  by  the  local  Press,  and  a  similar  letter  is  now  being 
sent  each  year  to  all  new  entrants  to  the  secondary  schools 
throughout  the  West  Rding.  A  Working  Party  on  Smoking 
and  Health  has  been  established  at  County  Hall,  consisting  of 
representatives  of  the  Education  and  Health  Departments,  and 
I  have  the  honour  to  serve  on  this  body.  One  of  the  activities 
of  the  Working  Party  has  been  to  produce  a  digest  of  the 
Royal  Physicians’  Report,  and  a  copy  of  this  digest  has  been 
sent  to  every  teacher  in  the  West  Riding.  The  causal  relation¬ 
ship  between  cigarette  smoking  and  chest  disease  has  now 
been  clearly  established  and  represents  one  of  the  most  chal¬ 
lenging  topics  in  the  whole  of  health  education.  The  number 
cf  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  Morley  during  1962  is  the  high- 
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est  ever  recorded.  Example  is  more  important  than  precept, 
and  in  this  regard  doctors  and  teachers  have  a  special  responsi¬ 
bility  either  to  give  up  cigarettes  altogether  or  to  refrain  from 
smoking  in  the  presence  of  young  people.  I  had  previously  ban¬ 
ned  smoking  in  all  the  thirteen  Clinics  in  this  Division.  Some 
opposition  from  mothers  was  anticipated,  but  almost  none 
occurred,  and  since  the  ban  the  numbers  attending  the  Clinics 
have  actually  increased. 

Towards  the  end  of  1962  I  wrote  to  every  Council  Member 
advocating  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  our  water  supplies  to 
raise  the  present  natural  level  to  approximately  one  part  per 
million,  f  regard  this  as  the  most  important  single  step  we 
can  take  to  improve  the  dental  health  of  our  children,  and  I 
was  grateful  for  the  overwhelming  support  which  you  gave  to 
the  proposal.  Since  most  of  the  discussions  took  place  in  1963, 
I  will  give  a  full  account  of  this  important  public  health  measure 
in  my  next  Annual  Report. 

It  will  be  gathered  from  this  Report  that  the  year  has  been 
a  very  active  one  for  the  Department.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
pay  tribute  to  my  staff,  and  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Members,  for  your  personal  encouragement  and  support  during 
the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

A.  HOSPITALS. 


General  Hospital  Accommodation. 

There  are  no  hospitals  within  the  Borough  of  Morley,  but 

reasonably  adequate  facilities  are  available  in  Wakefield, 
Dewsbury,  and  Leeds,  under  the  administration  of  the  Leeds 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 


Isolation  Hospitals. 

Patients  with  infectious  disease  may  be  admitted  to  Snape- 
thorpe  Hospital,  Wakefield,  or  Seacroft  Hospital  at  Leeds. 
The  latter  hospital  admits  all  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  from 
this  area. 


Maternity  Hospitals  and  Maternity  Homes. 

Maternity  hospital  facilities  are  available  at  centres  in 
Wakefield,  Dewsbury  and  Leeds,  and  there  is  a  maternity  home 
in  Morley.  Priority  is  given  to  abnormal  cases  and  to  mothers 

living  in  conditions  unsuitable  for  domiciliary  confinement. 
Many  expectant  mothers  requiring  hospital  confinement  are 
booked  through  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  this  department 
being  in  a  position  to  advise  on  social  circumstances. 


B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  West 

Riding  County  Council.  There  is  a  local  depot  in  the  centre 
of  the  town  but  all  calls  for  the  ambulance  service  should  be 
made  to  the  Ambulance  Headquarters,  Tel.

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C.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wood  Street,  Wake¬

The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  find  a  suitable  home  for  the  baby 
either  with  the  mother  or  with  grandparents.  These  mothers 
are  seen  in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitor  and  encouraged  to 
attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  regularly.  Close  co-operation 
is  maintained  with  the  Moral  Welfare  Societies  and  the  Child¬ 
ren’s  Department  where  special  advice  about  legal  adoption 
can  be  obtained  if  this  is  desired. 

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

Many  proprietory  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods 
are  sold  at  the  Child  Wr  el  fare  Clinics  for  the  convenience  of 
mothers,  and  special  brands  of  milk  are  ordered  when  neces¬ 
sary. 

Welfare  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  vitamin  A  and  D 
tablets,  and  National  Dried  Milk,  are  also-  distributed  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits. 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confine¬ 
ment  in  their  own  homes.

Emergency  Obstetric  Unit. 

The  ‘flying  squad’  attached  to  Staincliffe  General  Hospital. 
Dewsbury,  is  available  for  obstetric  emergencies  occurring 
within  the  Borough. 

Analgesia. 

All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  both  tri- 
lene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  are  provided  with  the  neces  ¬ 
sary  equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it. 
subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination  by  a  doctor. 
During  1962  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  women  received 
trilene. 

D.  HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  The  principal  duty  of  the  Health  Visitor 
is  health  education,  and  for  this  purpose  she  visits  the  homes 
to  give  advice  on  the  care  of  children  and  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home 
on  the  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 
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E.  HOME  HELPS. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  “where 
such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who 
is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged, 
or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

There  were  446  cases:  attended  by  Home  Helps  during 
1962  compared  with  425  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  total 
number  of  hours  worked  was  55,100.  This  is  approximately 
1 ,500  hours  more  than  in  1961.

F.  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE. 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after¬ 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  disorder, 
venereal  disease  and  other  illness. 

G.  MENTAL  HEALTH. 

On  1st  November,  1960,  the  Mental  Health  Act  (1959) 
came  fully  into  force.  As  from  that  date  the  establishment 
provides  for  the  services  of  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  for 
Morley  M.B.,  Osisett  M.B.,  Horbury  U.D.  and  Wakefield  R.D. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  concerned  with  the  pre¬ 
care  and  after  care  of  mentally  disordered  persons,  and  with 
the  admission  of  such  patients  to  hospital  where  this  becomes 
necessary.  A  twenty-four  hour  service  is  operated  for  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  patients  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

In  February  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  that  Local 
Health  Authorities  could  obtain  supplies  of  a  live  attenuated 
poliovirus  vaccine  which  had  been  prepared  from  strains  de¬ 
veloped  by  Dr.  A.  B.  Sabin. 

The  vaccine  is  administered  orally  and  can  be  taken  on  a 
sugar  lump  or  in  syrup.  A  primary  course  of  vaccination  con- 
sist^  of  3  doses  of  vaccine,  each  of  three  drops  given  at  inter¬ 
vals  of  four  to  eight  weeks,  and  the  vaccine  can  also  be  used 
to  reinforce  protection  previously  provided  by  injections  of 
“Salk”  vaccine.

The 
vaccine  used  is  B.C.G.  and  is  offered  to  all  children  in  their 
fourteenth  year  with  a  view  to  affording  protection  to  adoles¬ 
cents  in  the  early  years  of  their  employment  in  industry  and 
elsewhere. 

Vaccination  was  offered  to  all  children  in  this  age-group 
in  1962  and  the  acceptance  rate  was  approximately  52%.

K.  Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  Their  Own  Homes. 

Many  statutory  and  voluntary  organisations  are  concerned 
with  the  rehabilitation  of  problem  families.  In  order  to>  bring 
together,  for  each  of  these  families,  the  knowledge  and  activities 
of  the  organisation  concerned,  representatives  meet  quarterly 
in  Morley  Town  Hall  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  A  total  of  19  cases  from  Morley  M.B.  has 
been  discussed  at  the  meetings  during  1962. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  year  1962.  The  Statistical 
Sections  of  the  report  will  show  details  of  the  continued  pro¬ 
gress  in  practically  all  fields  of  the  work.  In  addition  to  these 
details,  the  following  observations  are  submitted  for  your  par¬ 
ticular  consideration. 

General  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  can  be  generally 
regarded  as  satisfactory.  There  is  only  one  dwellinghouse 
without  a  piped  water  supply  and  this  house  receives  its  supply 
from  a  land  spring  and  bacteriological  samples  taken  of  the 
water  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 
This  house  is  now  in  the  process  of  being  modernised  and  a 
scheme  is  being  provided  for  a  mains  supply  of  water.  Privy 
middens  in  use  in  the  Borough  now  number  17  only,  two  priv¬ 
ies  having  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during 
the  year.  A  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  privies  for  a  block 
of  six  stone  built  through  houses  to  internal  watercloset  in  a 
bathroom  for  each  of  the  six  houses  has  already  been  accepted 
by  the  Council  for  standard  and  privy  conversion  grants  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  proceeded  with  in  the  near 
future.  Drainage  will  be  to  a  main  sewer  about  400  yards 
away  from  the  property.  The  remaining  privy  middens  will 
eventually  be  disposed  of  when  the  properties  which  they  serve 
become  subject  to  Clearance  action  or  by  being  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  amount  of  domestic  refuse  to  be  disposed  of  increases 
each  year  and  the  refuse  collection  service  cannot  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory.  Householders  these  days  demand  an  efficient 
and  adequate  service  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  achieve  this. 
During  the  year  a  detailed  survey  was  made  of  each  round  and 
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the  survey  revealed  that  at  least  two  of  the  rounds  were  too 
large  and  also  brought  to  light  many  difficulties  encountered  by 
the  teams.  It  was  possible  to*  make  slight  modifications  to  the 
rounds  and;  to  iron  out  immediately  some  of  the  difficulties.  It 
was  found  that  re-routing  of  some  parts  of  some  of  the  rounds 
could  be  done  with  advantage  to  streamline  the  work  of  collec¬ 
tion.  It  was  obvious  that  these  modifications  would  not  give  a 
lasting  improvement  to  the  service  and  the  Committee  decided 
to  purchase  an  additional  vehicle  and  to  increase  the  establish¬ 
ment  by  a  driver  and  four  ashbinmen  as  from  the  1st  January, 
1964,  the  date  on  which  the  new  vehicle  would  be  available. 
The  Committee  decided  that  the  new  vehicle  should  be  of  the 
compression  type  and  I  would  strongly  recommend  a  policy  of 
renewing  over  the  years  the  majority  of  the  side  loading  veh¬ 
icles  by  compression  type  vehicles. 

Staffing  was  again  a  problem  during  the  year.  Although 
the  average  age  of  ashbinmen  is  now  considerably  lower  than 
what  it  used  to  be,  absence  rate  for  the  year  was  still  higher. 
It  was  15.4%  as  compared  with  12.9%  for  1961  and  was  made 
up  as  follows : —  Holidays  6.3%;  sickness  8.7%;  other  reasons 
0.4%  and  the  principal  illnesses  appeared  to  be  bronchitis,  in¬ 
fluenza  and  fibrositis.  Time  lost  is  generally  unavoidable  but 
it  does  add  to  the  difficulties  of  endeavouring  toi  keep  up  with 
the  rate  of  collection  and  without  an  adequate  number  of  spare 
men  the  only  answer  was  to  recourse  to-  overtime.  This  is 
costly  and  does  not  give  value  for  money  as  vehicles  are  run 
with  depleted  teams  and  the  rate  of  collection  drops  consider¬ 
ably  during  overtime  hours.  Perhaps  the  answer  is  an  incen¬ 
tive  bonus  scheme  —  the  Committee  will  be  considering  this 
shortly. 

It  would  be  fitting  here  to  thank  the  members  of  the  sub¬ 
committee  for  the  many  hours  they  have  spent  in  probing 
into  the  difficulties  of  the  refuse  collection  service,  for  their 
interest  and  intention  to  improve  this  service  to  make  it  ade¬ 
quate,  efficient  and  hygienic. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  work  of  establishing  Smoke  Control  Areas  now  takes 
up  a  high  percentage  of  the  staff’s  time  and  at  the  end  of  1962 
there  were  11  areas  in  operation  and  by  the  end  of  June,  1963, 
a  further  9  areas  became  operative.  In  addition  to  the  sur- 
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veillance  of  these  areas  for  offenders,  there  is  the  work  of  estab- 
lishing  new  areas,  estimating  the  cost  of  conversion  and  adapta¬ 
tion,  advising  on  suitable  adaptations  or  conversions  to  be 
carried  out,  checking  estimates  and  fixing  the  amount  of  pay¬ 
ment  to  be  made  to  owners  and  checking  the  work  carried  out 
before  payment  of  grant.  During  the  year  six  Orders  (Smoke 
Control  Orders  19  to  24)  were  represented  to  Council  and  the 
Orders  covered  443  acres  and  490  dwellinghouses  or  proposed 
development.  There  were  9  Orders  confirmed  (Smoke  Con¬ 
trol  Orders  10,  13,  14  to  20)  and  these  covered  1,432  acres 
and  1,202  dwellinghouses  or  proposed  development.  The  27 
Orders  represented  to  Council  cover  3,455  acres  and  3,627 
dwellinghouses  or  proposed  development.  ft  is  difficult  to 
assess  the  actual  number  of  houses  subject  to  Smoke  Control 
Orders  as  some  of  the  estates  covered  by  Orders  are  still 
under  construction;  nevertheless  more  than  one  third  of  the 
total  acreage  of  the  Borough  is  now  subject  to  Smoke  Control 
Orders.  The  details  given  in  the  Clean  Air  Yea?  Book  1963-4 
of  Smoke  Control  Areas  —  programmes  and  progress  —  show 
that  for  the  West  Riding  (North)  the  three  leading  authorities 
for  acreage  covered  are  Leeds,  Bradford  and  Morley  in  that 
order.  For  the  whole  of  the  West  and  East  Ridings  only 
Sheffield  and  Hull  have  covered  a  greater  acreage  than  these 
three  authorities. 

The  final  target  year  of  1977  seems  a  long  way  off  and 
progress  depends  mainly  on  the  amount  of  money  made  avail¬ 
able  for  this  work  and  the  time  that  can  reasonably  be  put  to 
establishing  and  operating  Smoke  Control  Areas  without  allow¬ 
ing  other  work  to  suffer,  but  if  it  is  possible  to  progress  at  the 
same  rate,  the  whole  of  the  Borough  should  be  the  subject  of 
Smoke  Control  Orders  long  before  1977. 

Householders  in  Smoke  Control  Areas  seem  to  favour  gas 
or  electric  fires  rather  than  conversion  to  solid  smokeless  fuels. 
The  number  of  complaints  during  an  exceedingly  hard  winter 
from  householders  was  very  small  indeed.  During  this  period 
there  was  an  adequate  supply  of  domestic  coke  available 
although  premium  fuels  were  in  short  supply.  Observations 
on  the  confirmed  areas  showed  that  in  a  minority  of  cases  a 
mixture  of  coal  and  coke  was  being  burnt.  A  warning  letter 
was  immediately  sent  to  the  householder  and  if  the  offence  con¬ 
tinued,  the  matter  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  and  a 
final  warning  letter  sent.  Only  a  very  small  number  of  offend- 


ers  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee.  These  offences 
took  place  in  the  main  within  the  first  few  weeks  of  confirmed 
areas  coming  into  operation  and  investigations  at  the  dwelling- 
houses  concerned  showed  that  coal  purchased  before  the  areas 
became  operative  was  being  burnt  as  a  mixture  of  coal  and 
coke.  From  enquiries  made  at  this  department,  it  is  estimated 
that  a  considerable  number  of  houses  outside  existing  Smoke 
Control  Areas  have  been  converted  to  Smokeless  fuels,  not 
perhaps  as  a  contribution  to  obtain  a  smoke  free  atmosphere 
but  to  lessen  some  of  the  drudgery  of  household  chores. 

Housing. 

Progress  in  slum  clearance  work  continued  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  In  all,  22  Clearance  Areas  were  repre¬ 
sented  to  the  Council  consisting  of  310  houses  and  in  addition 
10  houses  became  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  and  14  the 
subject  of  Demolition  Orders  giving  a  total  of  334  houses 
dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  Minister  confirmed  24  Clear¬ 
ance  Orders  and  1  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  giving  a  total 
of  170  houses.  One  order  comprising  3  houses  was  not  con¬ 
firmed  and  10  houses  were  excluded  by  the  Minister  from 
Clearance  Orders.  Of  these  13  houses  only  1  house  was  ex¬ 
cluded  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  not  unfit  and  6  of  the  houses 
were  later  dealt  with  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  the 
houses  being  made  the  subject  of  either  Closing  or  Demolition 
Orders.  One  house  was  excluded  on  the  grounds  that  the  own¬ 
er-occupiers,  being  an  elderly  couple  who  had  spent  a  fan 
amount  of  money  in  maintaining  the  property,  though  still  un¬ 
fit,  should  be  allowed  to  remain  standing  for  the  lifetime  of  the 
owner-occupiers.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  an  occasional  house 
being  excluded  from  a  Clearance  Order  as  so  many  houses  are 
dealt  with  each  year,  one  finds  now  and  again  a  house  which  is 
a  borderline  case  and  the  decision  of  exclusion  or  inclusion  in 
a  Confirmed  Order  is  left  to  the  Minister.  A  considerable 
number  of  houses  included  in  Clearance  Orders,  though  unfit 
have  been  reasonably  well-maintained  and  this  gives  rise  to 
an  increasing  number  of  objections  to  Clearance  Orders  and  a 
consequent  increase  in  the  number  of  Public  Inquiries  having 
to  be  held.  The  gale  that  occurred  in  mid  February,  1962, 
was  the  cause  of  5  houses  having  to  be  demolished  and  3  hou¬ 
ses  closed  and  the  families  had  to  be  rehoused  immediately 
owing  to  the  dangerous  and  unfit  condition  of  their  homes. 

It  is  hoped  that  progress  in  Slum  Clearance  can  continue 
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at  the  present  rate;  the  1963  programme  is  already  well  under 
way  and  the  1964  programme  has  been  approved  in  principle. 
Of  the  original  programme  submitted  to  the  Minister  in  1954, 
after  the  houses  scheduled  for  1964  have  been  dealt  with,  there 
will  remain  a  total  of  458  houses  requiring  clearance  action 
and  will  mean  in  effect  that  the  programme  will  be  completed 
in  15  years  instead  of  the  25  years  originally  intended  for  it. 
There  may  be  a  danger  however  of  the  number  of  houses  in 
Confirmed  Clearance  Orders  running  ahead  of  the  Council  s 
building  programme  but  rather  than  slow  down  the  Clearance 
programme  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  programme  will  be 
■stepped  up  accordingly. 

W ork  has  already  been  commenced  on  surveying  the  Bor¬ 
ough  for  houses  which  will  have  to  be  included  in  a  further 
slum  clearance  programme  to  be  commenced  in  or  around  1968 
and  at  the  moment  it  is  estimated  that  over  1,000  houses  will 
be  included  iin  this  programme. 

The  number  of  applications  approved  for  Standard  Grants 
was  90,  an  increase  of  3  on  the  previous  year  and  approval 
was  given  to  3  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants.  Appro¬ 
val  was  given  for  the  payment  of  68  Standard  Grants  and  the 
total  payments  made  amounted  to  £6,961.14.5.  Application 
was  made  to  the  Minister  to  approve  Standard  Grants  in  res¬ 
pect  of  14  substandard  Council  houses  and  approval  has  since 
been  received  in  respect  of  all  these  houses. 

During  the  year  a  detailed  survey  was  made  of  an  area 
bounded  by  Fountain  Street,  Britannia  Road,  St.  Andrew’s 
Avenue,  Scatcherd  Lane  and  Queen’s  Road  which  comprises 
420  houses.  It  was  found  that  159  houses  in  the  area  were 
without  all  or  some  of  the  standard  amenities. 

Detailed  analysis  was  as  follows:  — 


Houses  without  hot  water  supply  .  104 

Houses  without  bath  in  separate  bathroom  131 
Houses  without  lavatory  basin  in  separate 

bathroom  . 132 

Houses  without  internal  w.c .  157 


All  the  houses  in  the  area  are  provided  v/ith  cellars  which 
are  or  can  be  adapted  as  satisfactory  food  stores.  The  cost  of 
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providing  standard  amenities  for  the  houses)  in  the  area  based 
on  maximum  amounts  of  grant  being  paid  would  be  £18,015. 

All  the  details  were  considered  by  the  Housing  Committee 
and  it  was  decided  that  this  Area  be  declared  as  the  Borough 
of  Morley  (No.  1)  Improvement  Area.  Leaflets  outlining  the 
Standard  and  Discretionary  Grant  schemes  were  sent  to  the 
owners  of  the  houses  together  with  a  letter  appealing  to  them 
to  take  advantage  of  grants  for  the  modernisation  of  their  pro¬ 
perty  and  so  assist  in  preventing  large  numbers  of  houses, 
which  at  the  moment  were  structurally  sound  from  becoming 
future  clearance  type  houses  because  of  the  lack  of  amenities. 
So  far,  the  result  of  this  appeal  has  not  been  very  encouraging 
for  since  the  appeal  was  made,  only  18  applications  for  Stand¬ 
ard  Grants  have  been  made  in  respect  of  houses  in  the  area 
but  it  is  intended  to  follow  up  the  initial  appeal  to  obtain  the 
maximum  success  to  the  appeal  and  if  necessary  the  owners 
concerned  will  be  interviewed  until  every  house  in  the  area 
has  been  provided  with  the  standard  amenities.

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Inspection  of  Food  and  Food  Premises. 

Throughout  the  year  regular  inspections  of  food  premises 
were  carried  out  and  in  the  main  conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  Equipment,  untensils  and  decoration  of  food 
shops  are  of  a  satisfactory  standard  and  many  of  the  small 
shops,  the  street  corner  grocery  stores  are  found  to  be  equip¬ 
ped  with  refrigerated  counters  which  are  used  to'  keep  suscep¬ 
tible  foods.  It  is  perhaps  fortunate  that  only  twoi  applications 
were  made  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  soft  ice  cream.  It 
cannot  be  denied  that  the  large  manufacturers  have  the  re¬ 
sources  and  can  employ  the  technical  knowledge  -to  ensure  that 
the  product  they  sell  is  ibacteriologically  safe  and  since  the 
introduction  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations, 
ice  cream  has  been  a  safe  product.  It  is  therefore  a  retrograde 
step  through  the  introduction  of  the  soft  ice  cream  product  to 
bring  the  commodity  for  manufacture  by  the  small  trader  who 
has  not  the  knowledge  or  the  training  to  appreciate  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  “clean"  and  “bacteriologically  safe"  and  has 
not  the  accommodation  or  equipment  for  sterilisation.  As 
one  who  had  personal  experience  of  the  Aberystwyth  outbreak 
of  typhoid  due  to  ice  cream,  I  view  with  concern  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  soft  ice  cream  by  small  retailers. 


There  were  two  instances  during  the  year  of  foreign  mat¬ 
erial  found  in  foodstuffs.  One  was  the  case  of  a  piece  of 
glass  found  in  a  bilberry  tart  made  by  a  local  confectioner.  A 
thorough  investigation  showed  that  this  would  not  have  hap¬ 
pened  if  the  baker’s  instructions  to  his  staff  had  been  rigidly 
carried  out.  The  other  was  a  case  of  foreign  material  in  a 
loaf  of  bread  and  a  detailed  investigation  showed  that  the 
material  was  actually  charred  dough  and  the  fault  lay  in  the 
type  of  equipment  used  in  one  section  of  the  processing. 
Modifications  to  this  section  were  immediately  carried  out  by 
the  firm  concerned.  Warning  letters  were  sent  by  the  Council 
in  both  cases. 


Bacteriological  and  chemical  sampling  of  food  and  in  par¬ 
ticular  susceptible  food  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and 
a  full  and  detailed  examination  has  been  carried  out  of  the 
carcase  and  offal  of  every  animal  slaughtered  in  the  Borough 
for  human  food. 
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Throughout  the  year  a  close  watch  was  kept  on  raw  milk 
sold  in  the  Borough  for  human  consumption  for  the  presence 
of  brucella  abortus.  Each  source  of  raw  milk  was  sampled 
regularly  and  in  one  case  where  the  milk  was  found  to  be  in¬ 
fected  with  brucella  abortus  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and 
effort  was  spent  in  controlling  the  supply  of  raw  milk  at  the 
farm.  The  work  was  made  more  difficult  due  to  the  fact  that 
no  co-operation  whatsoever  was  received  from  the  farmer  and 
as  the  notice  for  heat  treatment  of  milk  was  restricted  to  milk 
from  cows  found  to  be  infected  only,  milk  from  non  infected 
cows  was  still  being  sold  raw  in  the  district.  This  gave  rise 
to  a  certain  amount  of  uneasiness  and  weekly  sampling  of  the 
milk  was  resorted  to  with  the  result  that  on  two  further  occa¬ 
sions  the  raw  milk  sold  on1  the  round  was  found  to  be  infected. 
Individual  samples  from  cows  showed  that  in  the  interim  periods 
between  bulk  samples  being  taken,  further  cows  had  become 
infected.  On  each  occasion  therefore  renewed  notices  under 
Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  ( General)  Regulations  had 
to  be  served  on  the  producer  and  the  routine  of  taking  individ¬ 
ual  samples  carried  out.  On  each  occasion  the  results  of  indi¬ 
vidual  samples  showed  that  additional  cows  were  infected  and 
had  to  be  segregated  from  the  other  animals.  Eventually,  fol¬ 
lowing  a  joint  interview  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  an  interpretation  of  certain  phrases 
contained  in  Article  20  was  received  from  the  Minister  of 
Health,  and  showed  that  in  this  particular!  instance,  it  was  rea¬ 
sonable  to  serve  a  notice  requiring  the  whole  of  the  milk  supply 
to  be  made  subject  to  heat  treatment.  It  took  a  long  and 
arduous  battle  before  this  milk  supply  was  brought  under  satis¬ 
factory  control  to  prevent  risk  of  brucella  infection.  Further 
representations  will  be  made  to  the  Ministries  concerned  with 
the  hope  that  in  time  the  risk  of  brucella  infection  from  drinking 
raw  milk  will  be  eliminated  completely. 

Caravans. 

One  site  is  being  used  as  Winter  quarters  by  members  of 
the  Showmen's  Guild,  members  of  which  organisation  are  ex¬ 
empted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Caravans  ( Control  and 
Development)  Act,  1960.  The  site  is  kept  under  regular  ob¬ 
servation  and  at  all  times  the  conditions  found  have  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

Throughout  the  year  in  one  part  or  another  of  the  Bor¬ 
ough  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  caravans  of  itinerant 
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travellers  who  use  open  spaces  to  camp.  These  sites  become 
offensive,  due  to:  the  dirty  habits  and  hedge  bottom  sanitation 
practised  by  these  caravan  dwellers.  These  people  are  a  men¬ 
ace  to  society,  contribute  nothing  to  the  borough  in  general  but 
leave  a  trail  of  dirt  and  rubbish  on  each  site  occupied  by  them. 
A  fair  amount  of  the  inspectors’  time  is  spent  in  advising1  and 
assisting  occupiers  of  land  in  forcibly  removing  these  caravans 
from  these  sites. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Early  in  the  year  a  suspected  case  of  smallpox  occurred 
within  the  borough  and  after  many  years  of  freedom  from  this 
threat,  the  wheels  were  set  in  motion  to  trace  contacts  and  close 
the  gaps  should  the  case  be  confirmed.  Fortunately  the  case 
was  not  confirmed  but  the  work  rendered  necessary  proved  a 
wonderful  rehearsal  of  what  would  have  had  to  be  done  on  a 
larger  scale,  had  the  case  been  confirmed. 

Diseases  of  Animals. 

From  March  until  June  and  again  from  September  to  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  Borough  was  included  in  a  wide  area 
covered  by  S wine  Fever  (Infected  Areas)  Special  Orders  under 
which  all  movement  of  pigs  was  by  licence  issued  by  the  De¬ 
partment.  The  issue  of  movement  licences  took  up  a  faff 
amount  of  the  Department’s  time  and  meant  that  during  these 
periods  the  office  was  open  on  each  Sunday  morning  in  order 
to  assist  stock  owners  in  the  district  who  required  licences  for 
essential  movements. 

During  the  year  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  six  cases 
of  suspected  Swine  Fever  and  three  of  these  cases  were  event¬ 
ually  confirmed. 

General. 

The  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Department 
throughout  the  year  has  been  varied  and  extensive.  Again  the 
amount  of  administrative  duties  especially  in  connection  with 
smoke  control  work,  slum  clearance  and  standard  grants  has 
risen  considerably  during  the  last  twelve  months  but  despite 
this,  extra  effort  made  by  the  inspectional  and  clerical  staff 
has  enabled  us  to  keep  pace  with  the  work  in  hand.  With  the 
continual  increase  in  these  and  other  directions,  eventually 
other  equally  important  work  will  have  to  suffer  especially  as 
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each  year  brings  with  it  new  legislation  and  consequently  extra 
work. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year.  Mr.  J.  K. 
Greenwood,  Student  Public  Health  Inspector  was  successful  in 
his  intermediate  examination  and  commenced  his  final  two 
years  of  the  Course. 

Once  again  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  his  ever  present  help,  advice  and  guidance  and 
for  the  keen  interest  he  has  taken  in  all  the  activities  of  this 
Department;  to  the  Deputy  Chief  and  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  clerical  staff  for  their  loyal  support  and  their 
readiness  to  give  freely  of  their  leisure  hours  in  order  that  the 
work  of  the  Department  could  be  carried  out  efficiently:  I 
wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  many  ways 
in  which  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
have  supported  our  work  during  the  year  and  trust  that  our 
efforts  will  continue  to  merit  that  support.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Corporation,  until  the  1st  October,  1961,  owned  the 
Waterworks  undertaking  but  by  the  terms  of  the  Wakefield  and 
District  Water  Order,  1961,  the  Borough  Water  Undertaking 
lost  its  separate  identity  and  was  transferred  to  the:  New 
Board  which  now  supplies  water  for  domestic  and  industrial 
purposes.  There  is  only  one  dwellinghouse  in  the  area  which 
is  not  supplied  with  mains  water. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Corporation  comes  in  part 
from  the  Corporation’s  own  reservoir  at  Withens  Clough  and 
m  part  from  supplies  purchased  from  Halifax  and  Bradford 
Corporations. 

The  water  collected  at  Withens  is  upland  surface  water 
from  the  moors.  It  is  water  free  from  pollution,  but  carry¬ 
ing  a  sediment  of  peaty  matter  and  has  an  acid  content. 

At  Withens  the  water  is  given  an  initial  treatment  by  the 
addition  of  lime  and  alumina  ferric.  This  is  followed  by 
pressure  filtration,  which  removes  the  bulk  of  the  sediment. 
The  water  is  piped  from  Withens  to  Morley,  a  distance  of 
20  miles  and  is  there  stored  in  service  reservoirs.  The  addi¬ 
tional  water  from  Halifax  Corporation  is  also  stored  in  these 
reservoirs.  A  final  treatment  by  chlorination  is  carried  out 
here. 


During  the  latter  months  of  the  year  complaints  were  re¬ 
ceived  in  several  parts  oif  the  Borough  of  the  supply  being 
discoloured.  These  were  due  to  the  filters  at  the  Withens  re¬ 
quiring  to  be  renewed.  Each  complaint  was  investigated  and 
a  sample  of  the  water  was  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  each  sample  was  reported  upon  as  being  satisfactory. 

Otherwise  the  supply  has  been  of  good  quality  and  ade¬ 
quate  throughout  the  year. 
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Regular  sampling  is  undertaken  by  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  and  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors*  The  following  de¬ 
tails  are  given  of  samples  taken  during  1962.

1935 
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All  refuse  collected  is  tipped.  Tips  at  Gelderd  Road. 
Gildersome  and  Dewsbury  Road,  Tingley  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year.  These  two  sites  should  provide  tipping 

facilities  for  the  Borough  for  many  years!  to  come.  It  was  pos¬ 
sible  with  our  own  labour  force  to  make  slight  improvements 
to  the  approach  road  to  the  Gelderd  Road  tip  and  the 
approach  road  to  Dewsbury  Road  tip  was  metalled  during 
1962. 

It  was  difficult  during  the  year  to  maintain  a  regular  and 
adequate  collection  service  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Bor¬ 
ough.  This  is  due  in  the  main  to  houses  in  new  estates,  both 
Council  and  private  becoming  occupied  and  being  of  the  de¬ 
tached  or  semi  detached  type,  it  meant  that  the  time  taken  to 
carry  the  bin  to  the  vehicle  and  return  it,  considerably  slowed 
down  the  rate  of  collection.  The  sub-Committee  spent  long 
hours  in  probing  into  and  investigating  the  difficulties  of  col¬ 
lection  so  that  the  service  generally  could  be  improved.  It 
was  recommended  to  the  Estimates  Committee  to  make  pro¬ 
vision  in  the  Annual  Estimates  1963-64  for  the  purchase  of  a 
further  compression  vehicle  and  to  increase  the  establishment 
by  a  driver  and  four  ashbinmen  when  the  vehicle  is  delivered 
thus  creating  a  new  refuse  collection  round.  This  should  go  a 
long  way  to  solving  the  refuse  collection  difficulty  and  the  aim 
is  to  provide  ultimately  a  weekly  collection. 

Provision  was  made  in  the  annual  estimates  for  the  current 
year  for  the  purchase,  and  transport  of  suitable  covering  mat¬ 
erial  to  effectively  seal  the  exposed  surfaces  on  Dewsbury 
Road  tip  to  prevent  fires.  Despite  this  however,  there  were 
serious  outbreaks  of  fires  on  this  tip  particularly  at  week-ends 
when  children  used  the  tip  as  a  playground  and  set  areas  of  it 
alight.  During  the  year,  the  stream  running  through  the  Dews¬ 
bury  Road  tip  was  culverted  further  to  increase  the  tipping 
area. 

Waste  Paper. 

The  whole  of  the  salvage  income  was  derived  from  the 
sale  of  waste  paper.  Collected  waste  paper  is  taken  to  the 
Central  Depot  where  it  is  baled.  Baling  is  carried  out  with  the 
use  of  a  power  operated  press.  Ins  addition  to  the  waste  paper 
collected  on  the  refuse  collection  rounds,  one  vehicle  is  en¬ 
gaged  solely  on  the  collection  of  waste  paper  from  shops, 
offices  and  industrial  premises. 
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There  was  a  decrease  of  48  tons  of  waste  paper  collected 
on  the  preceding  year.  This  was  due  entirely  to  restrictions 
placed  by  the  paper  mills  —  o-ur  quota  for  most  of  the  year 
being  17  tons  per  month,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  this 
was  increased  to  19  tons  per  month.  Because  of  this  restriction, 
there  was  little  chance  of  excess  waste  paper  being  sold  else¬ 
where.  Apart  from  the  loss  of  revenue,  this  meant  that  more 
waste  paper  found  its  way  to-  the  tips  and  increased  the  fire 
risk.  Income  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper  for  1962  was  £1,706 
and  the  total  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  was  218  tons.

As  yet  no  site  has  been  found  in  the  vicinity  of  Drighling¬ 
ton  Cross  Roads  for  the  construction  of  new  public  conveni¬ 
ences.  There  is  a  dire  need  for  conveniences!  in  this  part  of 
the  district  but  because  of  trunk  road  improvement  line  and 
the  building  line,  the  search  for  a  suitable  site  in  a  suitable 
position  is  very  much  restricted.  Although  the  same  difficulty 
is  likely  to  arise  at  the  Gildersome  Cross  Road  area  where 
there  is  an  equally  urgent  need,  the  Committee  has  included 
an  amount  of  £1,000  in  the  1963-64  estimates  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  public  conveniences  in  this  vicinity.  During  1962  the 
conveniences  in  Fountain  Street  for  both  men  and  women  were 
improved.  Improvement  included  the  provision  of  toilet  roll 
holders  and  toilet  rolls  in  the  w.c.’s;  and  so-  far  the  ones  provided 
in  the  Ladies  are  still  usable.  Vandals  soon  destroyed  the 
ones  in  the  Gents  w.c.  Temporary  conveniences  were  brought 
into  use  off  Princess  Street,  to  replace  the  ones  in  Wellington 
Street  which  had  to  be  demolished  because  the  adjoining  build¬ 
ing  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

Once  again  I  must  state  that  there  is  poor  encouragement 
for  the  Health  Committee  to  either  provide  new  public  con¬ 
veniences  or  improve  the  existing  ones  because  of  the  treatment 
meted  out  to  conveniences  by  a  certain  section  of  the  public. 
The  conveniences  are  dreadfully  misused  adding  to  the  burden 
of  endeavouring  to  cleanse  them  daily  and  the  damage  done  by 
vandals,  particularly  at  week-ends,  is  unbelievable.  At  one 
convenience  during  one  evening  wilful  damage  to  the  total  cost 
of  £100  was  caused  by  vandals.  Apart  from  adding  to  the 
already  heavy  burden  of  maintaining  the  conveniences  in  a  us¬ 
able  condition,  these  particular  conveniences  were  out  of  action 
for  many  weeks.  Worse  still,  the  area  around  the  conveniences 
was  being  used  instead.  It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  men¬ 
tality  of  these  persons,  and  they  are  not  children,  whose  idea 
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of  a  good  night  out  is  to  cause  serious  damage  to  public  build¬ 
ings  . 

A  vehicle  is  now  available  for  the  transport  of  the  public 
convenience  attendant  for  his  duties.  This  enabled  the  Depart¬ 
ment  to  ensure  that  each  public  convenience  is  visited  and 
cleansed  daily  including  Saturdays.  The  allocation  of  a  small 
van  for  the  work  has  also  enabled  the  Department  to  assist 
the  Divisional  Health  Office  to  operate  a  laundry  scheme  for 
incontinent  persons.

515  informal  notices  and  119  statutory  notices  were  com¬ 
plied  with. 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years  there  was  a  steep  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  informal  and  statutory  notices  served. 
This  was  due  to  two>  main  causes — a  drive  to  enforce  the  re¬ 
placement  of  defective  and  worn  out  dustbins  in  order  to  assist 
the  refuse  collection  service  and  enforcing  repairs  to  roofs  and 
chimney  stacks  caused  by  a  severe  gale  early  in  the  year.  To 
this  end  much  use  was  made  of  the  provisions  of  Section  35 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1951,  which  enables  the  department  to  serve  a  9  day  notice  on 
an  owner  to  carry  out  essential  repairs.  The  notice  can  be 
served  immediately  without  having  to  wait  for  Committee  ap¬ 
proval  and  provides  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out  in  default 
of  the  owner.  The  default  provisions  were  used  on  a  number 
of  occasions,  sometimes  with  the  consent  of  owners  who  were 
unable,  because  of  the  great  demand  on  the  services  of  jobbing 
builders,  at  that  time,  to  find  willing  contractors  to  carry  out 
the  works  immediately.  A  number  of  notices  were  served  in 
respect  of  houses  without  an  adequate  water  supply  and  again 
advantage  was  taken  of  the  power  given  by  the  Council  to  the 
Chairman  to  authorise  the  service  of  statutory  notices  for  the 
improvement  of  domestic  water  supply  for  houses  without  an 
adequate  supply.  This  speeded  up  the  re-instatement  of  the 
supply.

SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  two  public  swimming  baths  in  Morley.  These 
are  enclosed  baths  with  heated  and  treated  water.  The  treat¬ 
ment  consists  of  continuous  filtration  and  the  addition  of 
chlorine  and  ammonia. 

114  samples  were  taken  from  the  swimming  baths  during 
1962.  2  samples  were  reported  on  as  being  unsatisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  due  to  insufficient  chlor¬ 
ine  being  added  to  the  water  at  a  time  when  the  baths  were 
being  extensively  used.  Immediate  re-sampling  proved  that  the 
water  was  again  satisfactory.

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The  system  in  operation  by  which  the  furniture  and  effects 
of  all  families  transferred  to  Council  Houses  is  inspected  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  before  removal  takes  place  and 
vhere  considered  necessary,  van  fumigation  by  H.C.N.  is  car¬ 
ried  out,  has  operated  very  successfully.  The  number  of 
cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  found  in  the  new  houses  has  been 
extremely  small.  Such  few  cases  as  have  occurred  have  all 
been  found  to  be  associated  with  the  subsequent  purchase  of 
second-hand  furniture  obtained  from  premises  known  to  be  in- 
tested.  The  Council's  regulations  require  that  such  furniture 
shall  be  inspected  before  being  taken  to  the  Council  House, 
and  if  this  regulation  was  strictly  complied  with  these  few  cases 
could  also  be  prevented. 

The  assistance  of  the  Department  is  often  sought  to  deal 
with  other  insect  pests  and  in  appropriate  cases  the  services 
of  our  Disinfestation  Operative  are  made  available.  Occasion¬ 
ally  during  the  summer  months  complaints  are  received  of 
nuisance  from  bees  settling  near  houses.  We  are  in  a  happy 
position  of  being  able  to  contact  one  or  two  local  apiarists  who 
never  fail  to  deal  with  the  situation. 

Advantage  was  again  taken  of  the  advisory  service  of  the 
Infestation  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisher¬ 
ies  and  Food  for  the  treatment  of  premises  infested  by  lesser 
known  species  of  insects.

The  work  of  rodent  control  is  organised  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

Inspectional  work  was  maintained  at  a  high  rate  through¬ 
out  the  year.  It  is  felt  that  the  regular  inspection  of  premises 
liable  to  rodent  infestation  is  an  important  part  of  any  system 
of  rodent  control  as  it  enables  premises  to  be  treated  before 
major  infestations  occur. 
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Sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tips  are  regularly  in¬ 
spected  for  infestations  and  immediate  treatments  are  carried 
out  where  necessary. 

Test  baiting  was  again  carried  out  in  10  per  cent,  of  the 
sewer  manholes  in  the  borough.  Some  of  the  manholes  chosen 
were  those  situated  in  areas  where  surface  infestation  existed. 
In  the  main  the  amount  of  infestation  existing  in  sewers  was 
not  serious.  For  the  first  time,  instead  of  carrying  out  the 
sewer  treatment  ourselves,  the  work  was  given  under  contract 
to  a  specialist  firm  who  used  G.L.  1080  as  poison.  It  was 
found  that  it  was  more  economical  and  more  effective  to  have 
the  work  carried  out  by  contract. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Industrial  Smoke — 

No.  of  timed  observations  made  . .  84 

The  position  regarding  industrial  pollution  continues  to 
improve  each  year.  An  effort  was  made  to  increase  the  num¬ 
ber  of  observations  during  the  year.  Attention  was  mainly 
directed  at  industrial  chimneys  which  continually  emitted  smoke 
in  contravention  of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regu¬ 
lations.  Industrialists,  having  been  shown  the  results  of  a 
series  of  observations  took  steps  to  look  again  at  the  short 
comings  of  their  boiler  plants  and  a  number  either  replaced 
their  obsolete  boilers  by  modern  and  efficient  plants  or  carried 
out  adaptations  to  their  existing  plants.  Attention  was  also 
given  to  smoke  emission  from  the  chimneys  of  brickworks  in 
the  Woodkirk  area.  Some  of  these  plants  are  directly  under 
the  control  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  and  for  these  plants  we 
were  in  close  touch  with  the  Alkali  Inspectors  who  co-operated 
closely  with  us  in  our  efforts  to  reduce  smoke  emission.  Al¬ 
though  it  is  appreciated  that  the  operation  of  these  plants  inso¬ 
far  as  smoke  emission  is  concerned,  is  difficult  and  is  of  a 
specialised  nature,  but  the  whole  of  this  area  will  soon  be  cov¬ 
ered  by  a  Confirmed  Smoke  Control  Order  and  close  watch 
will  still  be  kept  on  these  plants  to  ensure  that  smoke  emission 
is  within  the  amounts  allowed  by  the  Regulations.  It  must  be 
stated  that  the  majority  of  industrialists  at  all  times  co-operate 
closely  with  the  Department  in  the  matter  of  smoke  emission. 

Domestic  Smoke — 

Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos.  8,  9,  11  and  12  became  opera¬ 
tive  on  the  1st  July,  1962  and  Nos.  10,  13  to  20  (inclusive) 
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were  confirmed  during  the  year.  These  Orders  are  to  become 
operative  on  the  1st  June,  1963.  On  that  date,  a  total  of  2,535 
dwellings  (1,048  Council  and  1,487  Private)  and  2,123  acres 
in  the  Borough  will  be  affected  by  Smoke  Control  Orders. 
During  the  year  a  further  four  orders  (Nos.  21  to  24  inclusive) 
were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  confirmation.  In 
Smoke  Control  Area  No.  10,  the  Councils  second  year  pro¬ 
gramme  (Britannia  Road/Gelderd  Road)  work  was  commenced 
on  the  conversion  and  adaptation  of  fireplaces  in  preparation 
for  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Order  on  the  1st  June, 
1963.  The  survey  of  property  in  Smoke  Control  Area  No'.  25, 
the  Council’s  third  year  programme  (West  Ardsley/Wocdkirk) 
was  completed  and  the  Order  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early 
in  1963. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  complaints 
from  the  occupiers  of  houses  subject  to  Smoke  Control  Orders 
have  been  negligible  and  the  general  public  appear  to  be  accept¬ 
ing  the  principle  of  Smoke  Control  in  the  right  spirit,  in  fact, 
they  quickly  inform  the  department  of  a  smoke  nuisance 
whether  it  be  from  domestic,  industrial  or  some  other  source. 


BOROUGH  OF  MIOiRLEY. 
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Atmospheric  pollution  recording  gauges  were  in  use  in  the 
Borough  throughout  the  year.  Three  types  of  instruments  are 
in  use.  Soot  deposit  gauges  record  the  total  soot  deposits, 
sulphur  recording  gauges  indicate  the  sulphur  pollution  and 
a  suction  air  filter  records  the  general  pollution  of  the  air  in 
particles. 


In  central  Morley  one  of  each  of  these  types  of  gauge  is 
in  use.  The  soot  deposit  gauge  and  sulphur  recording  gauge 
in  operation  at  Cave  Lane,  East  Ardsley  is  to  ascertain  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  pollution  in  that  area  from  the  Railway  Yards  in  the 
Falls,  East  Ardsley,  This  wa^  withdrawn  on  the  31st  January, 
1962.

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HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1951  which  came  into  operation  in  April,  1952,  provides  that 
no  person  shall  carry  on  the  trade  of  hairdresser  or  barber  un¬ 
less  he  and  his  premises  are  registered  by  the  local  authority. 

The  Act  also  empowers  the  local  authority  to  make  bye¬ 
laws  for  controlling  the  trade  of  hairdressing  and  such  bye¬ 
laws  are  in  operation  in  this  area. 

There  are  42  hairdressers  on  the  register  and  1 1  visits  of 
inspection  were  made  during  the  year. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  were  registered  as  Pet  Shops  during  1962, 
28  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these  premises. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  three  premises  in  the  borough  where  offensive 
trades  are  carried  on.

Overcrowding 

There  is  relatively  but  a  small  number  of  houses  which  are 
statutorily  overcrowded.  There  are  however  some  cases  of 
sex  overcrowding  of  dwellinghouses  on  bedroom  basis,  i.e. 
children  of  opposite  sex  over  ten  years  of  age  having  to  share 
the  same  bedroom  and  these  are  being  dealt  with  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  “Points  ’  Letting  Scheme.  These  cases  occur  mainly  in 
one  or  two  bedroom  houses  or  where  a  married  son  or  daugh¬ 
ter  and  family  share  his  or  her  parents’  home.  A  number  of 
such  overcrowding  cases  are  also  reduced  when  the  houses  they 
occupy  are  the  subject  of  confirmed  clearance  orders  and  the 
tenants  are  re-housed  by  the  Corporation. 

Continued  improvement  is  being  made  in  this  aspect  of 
housing  conditions  and  much  of  the  credit  for  this  improve¬ 
ment  is  due  to  the  operation  of  the  Corporation’s  “Points’’ 
Letting  Scheme  for  Council  houses  which  has  been  in  operation 
since  1946  and  which  has  made  overcrowding  a  principal  fac¬ 
tor  in  estimating  need  for  re-housing. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

There  was  1  application  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  The  number  of  Forms  ‘G’  issued,  on  application, 
to  tenants  during  the  year  was  very  small  indeed.

All  the  samples  of  Pasteurised,  Sterilised,  Tuberculin  Tes¬ 
ted  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  Milk  taken  during  the 
year  complied  with  the  Statutory  tests. 

During  the  year,  42  samples  of  raw  milk  retailed  in  the 
district  were  taken  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  Bru¬ 
cella  Abortus.  18  of  the  samples  taken  from  4  retailers  and  2 
producer-retailers  were  reported  upon  as  being  satisfactory. 
The  remaining  24  samples  were  taken  from  one  producer 
whose  cows  had  been  found  to  be  excreting  Brucella  Abortus 
in  the  milk*  The  Department  was  obliged  to  resort  to  weekly 
sampling  over  a  period  of  some  months  when  restrictions  had' 
been  placed  on  some  of  the  cows  found  tol  be  positive.  On  two 
occasions,  raw  milk  from  cows  found  not  to  be  infected  by  a 
previous  individual  test  of  the  milk  of  each  cow1  in  the  herd, 
was  reported  upon  as  being  positive.  In  May  1962,  of  indi¬ 
vidual  samples  taken  from  each  of  35  cows,  15  were  reported 
upon  as  positive  and  in  October  1962  of  individual  samples 
taken  from  each  of  32  cows,  6  were  reported  upon  as  positive. 

33  of  the  42  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  all  were  reported  upon  as  being  negative. 


Adulteration  of  Milk

Of  the  55  samples  of  ice  cream  submitted  for  bacteriologi¬ 
cal  examination  only  5  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

All  5  samples  were  taken  from  manufacturers  of  soft  ice 
cream  and  much  time  had  to  be  spent  at  the  premises  of  the 
two  manufacturers  concerned  advising  them  in  the  correct 
method  of  cleaning  and  sterilising  utensils  and  equipment  until 
eventually  satisfactory  results  of  the  ice  cream  were  obtained.

Total  figures  of  food  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough 
during  1962  revealed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  food  animals 
slaughtered  as  follows::  —  453  beasts;  623  sheep  and  lambs  and 
464  pigs.  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  who  have  carried  out  routine  inspections  of  the 
slaughterhouses  have  always  found  them  in  a  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition.  A  general  tendency  for  butchers  to  slaughter  at  nights 
and  at  week-ends  makes  it  inevitable  that  most  meat  inspection 
has  to  be  performed  out  of  normal  working  hours.  Whenever 
possible  the  Inspector  is  present  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and 
special  attention  is  given  to  preventing  unnecessary  pain  or 
suffering. 

All  meat  condemned  at  slaughterhouses  is  at  all  times 
collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Department.  Should  an  ap¬ 
preciable  amount  of  meat  be  condemned  at  a  slaughterhouse 
at  any  one  time,  the  meat  is  stained,  sold  and:  transported  by 
the  Department  to  a  meat  sterilisation  firm.  The  salvage  value 
obtained  from  such  sale  is  paid  to  the  butcher  concerned  less 
cost  of  transport.  All  condemned  meat  is  disposed  of  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  The  Meat  ( Staining  and 
Sterilisation)  Regulations. 
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The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  1  ton,  5  cwt. 

A  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Borough  for  human  food  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
and  tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  butchers  for  the  high  quality 
of  the  meat.  There  were  no  bovine  carcases,  parts  of  carcases 
or  organs  condemned  for  tuberculosis;  the  heads  of  2  pigs  were 
condemned  for  tuberculosis.  One  bovine  carcase  was  found  to 
contain  viable  cysts  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  and  this  was  submitted 
to  treatment  by  refrigeration.  A  whole  pig  carcase  was  con¬ 
demned  for  septic  mastitis  and  a  whole  bovine  carcase  for 
oedema.

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Special  Examinations  of  Food  and  Other  Materials. 


During  the  course  of  the  year  various  samples  or  speci¬ 
mens  were  forwarded  to  the  laboratories  for  chemical  or 
bacteriological  examination. 

Samples  of  liquid  egg  were  taken  throughout  the  year  on 
each  day  processing  took  place  at  the  canning  and  freezing 
premises.  Two  samples  were  taken  at  each  time  of  sampling 
one  from  the  pre-chiller  and  one  at  the  point  of  filling.  In  all 
451  samples  were  taken  and  of  this  total  77  samples  were  re¬ 
ported  on  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  being  unsatis¬ 
factory.  This  was  a  steep  increase  in  comparison  with  results 
obtained  in  1961  —  9  unsatisfactory  out  of  a  total  of  227  sam¬ 
ples.  On  each  occasion  the  infected  batch  of  processed  mat¬ 
erial  was  isolated  and  eventually  pasteurised  before  distribu¬ 
tion.  The  department  is  informed  by  letter  when  and  where 
pasteurisation  has  taken  place.  Positive  steps  have  now  been 
taken  by  the  firm  to  instal  a  pasteurisation  plant  which  should 
be  in  operation  during  the  summer  of  1963. 


Three  samples  of  fresh  cream  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory.  Nine  sam¬ 
ples  of  imitation  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  ex¬ 
amination  and  two  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The 
bakehouses  concerned  were  subjected  to  detailed  inspections 
and  further  samples  of  their  product  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 


Three  samples  of  cockles  and  one  of  mussells  packed  in 
the  district  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Forty  two  mineral  water  bottles  and  stoppers  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  as  a  check  on  the  effi¬ 
ciency  of  the  bottle  washing  plant,  at  the  two  premises  in  the 
district  where  mineral  water  is  manufactured.  All  were  re¬ 
ported  on  as  being  satisfactory. 


Two  samples  of  whisky  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
were  reported  on  as  being  satisfactory.
